Does the Food Administration 
pay ? 


Here is the answer of the 
, Food Adm inistration: 


“The chief job of the Food 
Administration is to feed the al­ 
lies and our soldiers. 


“Saving of money to the con­ 
sumer is a secondary job. This 
money is saved through the elim­ 
ination of speculation, through 
elimination of profiteering, and 
I through stabalizalion of all food 
prices. In general, the Food Ad­ 
ministration 
claims

particularly 
those foods which can be shipped 
abroad. 
Two important foods 
may be taken as example. T h e y 
are wheat and sugar. 


“Herbert Hoover was appoint­ 
ed Food Adm inistrator May 15, 
1917. On that day flour sold at 
$16.7-> a barrel f.o.b. Minneap- 
• «bis. One year later it sold for 
$9.80 a barrel, or a decrease of 
41 per cent. That reduction came 
in the face of the greatest world­ 
wide wheat shortage ever known 
since the days of Jacob and Jo ­ 
seph. 


"in May. 1917. the difference 
between the price the farm er got 
for his wheat and the price the 
wholesaler got for the flour was 
8 ).08 a barrel. The difference in 
May, 1918. was 64 cents a barrel. 
“As for sugar, the average whole­ 
sale prin* for re fiat j sugar is 7 3 cents 
a pound. 
One year ago it was v.

“So the Food Administration admits 
it pays the taxpayer.

it has saved the consumer enough to

The British adm iralty's accounts of 
the sinking of the Llandovery Castle 
stated that after she was torpedoed, 
a subm arine appeared, the com m and­ 
er of which hailed the cap tain’s boat 
ordering him on board the C-boat and 
questioned him sharply, accusing him 
of having eight American aviation of­ 
ficers on board, which the
